ON Francifco de Figueroa Collonel of 

Horfe, is made a Brigadier, in Confi- 

deration of his Services. We have Ad- 

vice that a Ship which came from 

New Spain with the Capitana of Barlo- 

vento, and for which we were in fome Apprehenfion, 
is happily arriv’d at San Lucar. This, and the other 
2 Ships mention’d in our former to be arriv’d at Ca- 
dix, have brought ahove 200000 Crowns for the 
King’s proper Account ; befides the Sums fent by the 
Viceroy of New Spain, and the Cuftoms payable by 
the reft of their snl Yefterday the King and 
Queen went from hence, to pafs fome days at the 
Efcurial. The laft News from the Camp before Gi- 
braltar, is, that the roth Inftant a Lodgment was 


made at the Head of the Trenches, which extends to 


ight of the Covert-way. A Trench is run out 
Pafty, and was advanc'd a confiderable 
way the 11th notwithftanding the great Rains. Alfo 
the Attack leading to the Mine was enlarg d. In 24 
Hours no more than one Soldier was kill’d and three 
wounded. An Englith Officer who was taken in the 
Attack of the Hill, and others that are come over 
to us, fay, that in this Action the Befieged had above 
100 Men kill’d, and above 200 wounded. 
From the Bruffels Gazette, dated March 6. 
Bruffels, March 6. Letters of the 19th of February 
from Madrid inform us, that Don Diego Affenfio de 
Vicunna was arriv’d there from Lisbon, being ex- 
chang’d for the Portuguefe Governour of Portalegre 5 
that he had had the Honour to Kifs the King and 
Queen’s Hands, who receiv'd him very favourably’; 
that the King had declar'd him fecond Admiral Ge- 
neral, and given him a Gratification of 1000 Piftoles, 
in Confideration of the Valour he fhew'd in the En- 
gagement he fuftain’d with the 2 Ships he com- 
manded, againft feveral of the Enemy’sShips, and of 
the Conftancy with which he bore the Hardfhips of a 
long Imprifonment in Portugal. Thefe Letters tell us 
likewife, thar the Siege of Gibraltar is continued with 
Vigour, that in the Attack of the Pafty and the In- 
trenchments on the Hill, in —- which the Befiegers 
ook Poft, a great many of the Enemies were pur to 
an Englifh Captain with feveral Men 
taken Prifoners; Yet the Befiegers could not keep 
the Footing they had gain’d, becaufe rhe whole Gar- 
rifon coming out, and making 4 fri heful Fire upon 
them with their Mufquets, (the Artillery of the Place 
galling them likewife,) did not give them Time enough 
to perfect their Lodgment. We had but 27 Men kill’d 
and about 100 flightly wounded, in this Action; but 
we are affur'd by Deferters, that the Befieged had 
above 300 Men kill’d or difabled, and that the Gar- 
rifon is in 2 mighty Confternation. 
From the Paris Gazette,dated March 1. 
Venice, Feb.14. The French having caus'd Pioneers 
to come from the Milaneze, have fer them to Work, 
to fecure the Paflages of the Oglio by Intrenchments 
and other Works, in Order to hinder the Imperialifts 
from pafling that River. They write from Verona,that 
the Imperial General Pate having receiv'’d a Rein- 
forcement brought to him by the Count de Waldftein, 
is filing down from the Trentin towards Pefcantina 
on this fide of the Adige and above Verona,and feems 
to defign to extend the Troops he commands to San 
Martino 2 Leagues below Verona,where the Country 
is lefs ravag’d. Mean time many of the Inhabitants 
of that part of the Country, to fave themfelves from 


their Violence, have taken Refuge in Verona with 
their beft Effects. 

From the Camp before Verue, Feb. 20. A great deal 
of Snow having fallen for fome days paft,has retarded 
the Works, but is at prefent melred. We have work’d 
hard to repair the Damage done by the Rain, Snow, 
and Thaw; and to place on the Batteries 20 Cannon 
brought from France ; And ina day or two we fhall 
have 34 Cannon and feveral ‘Mortars on our Bat- 
teries The Weather feeming to be fettled fair, we 
Prepare to pufh on the Siege with greater Vigour. 
The Count d’Eftain is return’d to this Camp, with 
the Horfe and other Troops he had with him atGaffo. 
The Count de Vaubecourt has brought hither 13 
Companies of Grenadiers of the Troops that are in 
the Valley of Aofte; and 2 Battallions with 200 Re- 
cruits are on the way from thence and will arrive 
very {peedily. Deferters, Horfe and Foot, continue 
to come over to us in great Numbers; And we have 


_ Advice from Turin, that the Inhabitants of that City 


are in an extraordinary Confternation, and that the 
German and Piemontois Troops,are extreatnly weak- 
ned and diminith’d. Letters from Caftiglione of the 
17th import, that the Grand Prior of France return’d 
thither the 12th, having left 300 Men at Lazize, and 
150 at Bardolino on the fide of the Lake of Garda, 
where they will be fafe notwithftanding their diftance 
from the reft of the Troops, becaufe thofe Places are 
enclos’d with Walls for their Defence,and alfo becaufe 
they may at any time retreat by means of the armed 
Barks: The Chevalier d’Aubefpin who commands 
them being order’d to ftay there. All the Advices 
from the Enemy’s Camp agree, that they loft 900 
Men in the Action near Rivoli, where General Pate 
was defeated. They feem to defign to decamp,having 
loaded their Baggage, and in all likelyhood they will 
march to the Adige to get Subfiftance, and to wait 
the Arrival of the Succours which they have been 
promis’d feveral Months, but which cannot be confi- 
derable, if it be true (as we are inform’d,) that the 
Malecontents of Hungary make Incurfions up to the 
Gates of Vienna. 
From the Paris Letter, dated March 6. 

Pars, March 6. A Courier from the Camp before 
Gibraltar,who arriv'd at Verfailles the Night between 
the 2d and 3d Inftant, brought Letters from the Mar- 
thal de Theffe, in which he gives the King Hopes he 
fhall foon take that Place when the Rains are over 
and the Weather is grown fair. By private Letrers 
we are inform’d, that the Marquis de Villadarias is 
retir’d from the Camp, fince the Arrival of the Mar- 
fhal de Theffe. The Duke de la Feuillade was to 
pafs the Var the 2d or 3d of this Month, with 20 Bat- 
tallions and fome Squadrons,to attack Niffa,and after- 
wards Villa-Franca: And the Marquis de Gevaudan, 
is in Motion with 8 Battallions and 18 Squadrons, 
to poft himfelf at Pignerol ; with Defign principally, 
to prevent the Enemy’s conveighing Succours to thofe 
Places by Land ; while the King’s Ships of War and 
Galleys hinder the Englifh and Dutch from putting 
Provifions and Ammunition into them by Sea. We 
have certain Advice, that Monfieur Defalleurs was 
ftop’d at Temifwaer by the Bathaw of thar Place, 
becaufe he had only the depos’d Grand Yizier’s Paff- 

ort; but having"procur’d one from the new Grand 
izier, he was fet at Liberty and is now with Prince 
Ragotski, with feveral Ingeniers and Officers of Ar- 
tillery whom he took with him. Letters from the 
Camp before Verue advife, that the Duke of Ven- 
dome had refolv’d to detach the Count d’Eftain with 
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a Body of Horfe, to pofiefs himfelf of Alba near the 
Motntains of Genca,hard by the Head of the Tanaro, 
to fhut up the Duke of Savoy entirely, and prevent 
any Succours coming to him. 
From the Paris Gazette, dated March 7. 

Bruffels, Feb. 27. ’Tts advis’d from Holland, that 
great Diligence and Application is ufed to fir out the 
Fleer, which fhould put to Sea the beginning of next 
Month, but ‘tis believ’d cannot be ready ti!l the be- 
ginning of April. Mean time left the Affairs of Por- 
tugal thould receive Prejudice by this Delay, we are 
told "tis refolv’d the Ships as faft as they are firced out 
fhall {ail for Lisbon in Squadrons. The Englifh will 
put on board the Fleet but 5000 Land-men, and the 
States General 2000 or 2400: And the latter have 
not confented to furnifh their Number, without ftipu- 
lating (among other things) thar their Commerce with 
France and Spain thall not be molefted. 


Port(mouth, March 1. Yelterday in the Morning 
Sic Thomas Hardy with the Kent, Orford and Eagle 
under his command fail’d from Spichead, but came 
roan Anchor about 12 at St. Hellen’s, it proving little 
Wind and weiterly. This Morning he was pre- 
vented by 2 Fog, from failing with his Squadron ; 
but at 4 inthe Afternoon he weigh’d from Sx. Hellen’s 
with an eafterly Wind; and no doubr but he will 
thortly joyn Sit John Leake and reinforce hirh. 

Port{mouth, March 2. Yefterday in the Afternoon 
fail’d from St. Hellén’s Her Majefty’s Ships the Kenr, 
Orford and Eagle to.the Weftward, for Lisbon ‘tis 
faid, after Admiral Dilkes. This Morning came to 
St. Hellen’s a Fleet from the Downes, believ’d to be 
Tranfports, bound, with feveral others lying here, for 
Ireland. Here are feveral Ships bound for the Weft- 
Indies, under the Command of Rear Admiral Whei- 
ftone, who has hoifted his Flag at Spithead.

been fer out, with all Ceremony befitting his Degree, 
for near 2 hours,’twas carried to the Church adjacent 
in this order,viz.2 Conductors with long Staves,6 Men 
in long Cloaks two and two,the Standard,18 Men in 
Cloaks as before, Servants to the Deceas’d two and 
two, Divines,the Minifter of the Parith and the Preacher, 
the Helm and Creft.Sword and Target,Gauntlets and 


Spurs, born by an Officer of Arms; the Surcoat of- 


Arms born by another Officer of Arms, borh in their 
rich Coats of Her Majefty’s Arms embroider’d ; the 
Body between 6 Penons of the Arms of Chrift’s Ho- 
fpital,St. Bartholomew’s, Merchant-Taylers Compan y, 
City of London, empaled Coat and fingle Coar ; the 
chief Mourner and his 4 Affiftants, followd by the 
Relations of the Defunet,&c.After Divine Service was 
perform’d, and an excellent Sermon fuitable to the 
Occafion,preach’d by the Reverend Lewis Atterbury, 
L.L.D. Minifter of Highgate aforefaid, the Corps was 
interr’d in a handfome large Vault, in the Ile on the 
North fide of the Church,betwixt 7 and 8 of the 
Clock that Evening. 

On Saturday came on the Election of an Alder- 
man for the Ward of Broadjtrect, in the Room of Sir 
William Pritchard deceas'd ; and a Poll being taken, 
it was found that Sir Fofeph Wolf had 214 Votes, Sit 
Zohn Buckverth 202, ---- Lewin Efquire, 156, and 
Deputy Stamper 152.
